SOCIALISTS FURY — 
CURBED IN BERLIN 


Monster Meeting to Voice In- 


dignation Against Bulow 
Met with Repressive 
Measures. 


MANY HURT IN cco 


Resolutions for Universal Suf- 
frage and Secret Ballot Adopt- 
ed by Agitators Afiter a 
Day of Conflict. 


BERLIN, Jan. 12.—The determination of 
the socialists to secure direct universal suf- 
frage, combined with their indignation 
against Chancellor von Btilow's curt declara- 
tion refusing their demand, gave rise today 
to am unusual scene and a monster popular 
demonstrations. Thére were disorders in 
the streets of the Prussian capital, in which 
40,000 organized socialists participated, with 
80,000 sympathizers from time to time ac- 
tively joined in the manifestations. ~ 

One of the most remarkable features of to- 


| day’e uprising was the number of women who 


engaged in the demonstrations, and they 
appeared even more earnest in their activities 
than the men, The authorities took the 
sternest measures to prevent disorders and 
the strictest. precautions to protect the as- 
sembly and other public buildings, and 
Prince von Biilow’s residence against the 
outburst of fury. 

Groups in the streets were dispersed in the 
most vigorous manner and collisions be- 
tween processions of manifestants and the 
police resulted in the injury of a considerable 
number of the demonstrators, but so far as 
is known no fatality occurred in this city. 
The police refrained from making arrests 
except in cases of extreme violence. 

The movement extends throughout Prus- 
sia, where the socialists are exceptionally 
numerous. Reports received from other cities, 
however, do not indicate that the demon- 
strationg there were accompanied by. vio- 
lence. 

Sing Revolutionary Songs. 

Notwithstanding the police commissioners’ 
warning that repressive measures would 
be applied, many thousand socialists gath- 
ered in the morning at the 600 local head- 
quarters of the various districts of the capi- 
tal, and thence proceeded in groups, singing 
revolutionary songs, toward the eight 
halls in the city where massmeetings had 
been announced. 

From 10 o’clock in the morning the entire 
Police force had been on duty. Two huntired 
‘officers were hidden in each of 


in reserve at the police stations, while the 
public buildings were requisitioned also, 
where the police forces were quartered to act 
in any emergency. 

In the gardens and outhouses and the 
landtag, before which the demonstration on 
Friday occurred, heavy guard was sta- 
tioned. Street cars and other vehicles were 
permitted to drive in front of the building, 
but no group of more than two pedestrians 
was allowed to pass on any pretext. Chanb- 
cellor von Billow’s palace on Wilhelm strasse 


"was entirely cut off by cordons of police, as 


violent manifestations. against the prince 
were feared, while the environs of the im- 
perial palace, with the square in front, were 
closed to the public. Squads of police, both 
on foot and mounted, patrolled the central 
thoroughfares. 


Police Begin Early. 

The socialists showed great determination 
in their attempts to hold processions, al- 
though the police made energetic endeavors 
to prevent this. Long before the hour of 
noon, the time fixed to begin the meetings, all 
the halls were packed and the police drew 
up in force around’ the doors to hold the 
crowds in check. Those who could not get 
within the buildings were driven into adjoin- 
ing streets by squads of police. 

Inside the halls the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed, the excitement increasing as the 
speakers denounced the action of the chan- 
cellor, whose name was received with loud 
booing and hissing. The speakers did ‘not 
advise violence, but declared that if violence 
occurred, the responsibility would .fall upon 
the police and the privileged classes, who 
refused the people their rights. 

Resolutions fixing universal suffrage and 
a secret ballot were adopted by acclama- 
tion, after which the audiences streamed 
into the streets. The police immediately at- 
tempted to disperse the throngs, which 
showed an evident intention to march in 
procession towards the palace square. 

In most cases the processions were soon 
broken up, the police displaying the utmost 
energy. Two formidable columns, however, 
marched as far as Alexander plat, within 4 
short distance of the emperor's palace, 
where the police charged them, inflicting 
many injuries. Eventually they succeeded 
with the greatest difficulty in scattering the 
demonstrators, who retired hooting and 
cheering ironically towards Unter den Lin- 
den. 

Cry Down Von Bulow. 
Later some thousands of the demonstrators 


gathered a short distance from Chancellor 


von Billow’s residence and began shouting 
down the chancellor, who had driven through 
into Friedrich strasse. Their attitude became 
so threatening that both the mounted and 
foot police charged them fiercely, striking 
right and left with the flat of their sabers. 
Scores of the manifestants were knocked 
down and trampled upon and the great 
crowd at length was broken up into small 
groups, among whom there were many in- 
jured.

Battleships on Way to Pacific 
Welcomed at Brazilian City. 


SHIP “MIXES UP” SQUADRON. 


Merchantinan ‘Sails. hiito. Fighters, but

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

RIO JANEIRO, Jan. 12.—The sixteen ves- 
sels composing the American battleship fleet 
on the way to the Pacific, Rear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans commanding, arrived here 
this afternoon, 

As the fleet passed the lighthouse on Cape 
Frio a signal, set by the order of the govern- 
ment, conveyed a welcome from the Brazilian 
people. The vessels were met by:a cruiser 
and two torpedo boats belonging to the 
Brazilian navy, which had been dispatched 
by Rear Admiral Alexandro de Alencar, min- 
ister of marine, to escort them up the vies 
There were twelve Brazilian warships an 
one German cruiser, the Bremen, in port. 

As the Americans passed the fortifications 
a national salute was fired, which was re- 
plied to, gun for gun, by the battleships. 
Then followed the salutes between the Bra- 
zilian, German, and American warships, and 
for a time the noise was thunderous. 


Greeted by Many Officials. 

As soon as the anchorage was made the 
Brazilian minister of marine, Admiral Alen- 
car, the captain of the port, the American 
consul, G. W. Anderson, the commandants 
of naval divisions, and the civic authorities 


| went on board the Connecticut and extended 


a hearty welcome to Rear Admiral Evans, 
his officers and men. 

The news of the approach of the fleet had 
spread through the city long before the war- 
ships were near the town and thousands of 
persons went to the water front to welcome 
the visitors. o 

The newspapers here publish special edi- 
tions describing the splendid welcome ex- 
tended to the Americans. Several papers 
will issue daily editions in English during 
the stay of the fleet and have made arrange- 
ments to secure extensive special dispatches 
from the United States; so that the men may 
have the news of their own country. 

The fleet was due to arrive yesterday, ac+ 
cording to the official schedule, but, in ad- 
dition to some delay in the coaling at Trini- 
dad, etrong trade winds and heavy swells 
were met with.as the warships passed along 
the northeastern coast of South America and 
the fleet was delayed. 


Festival on Crossing Equator. 

On Jan. 6 the fleet crossed the equator, and 
the occasion was marked by a great deal of 
fun among the fleet. Long before this date 
it was learned that there were 12,500 men 
aboard the ships who had never crossed the 
line and they were the ones who furnished 
the sport to the more seasoned blue jackets 
and officers. whose experience had previous- 
ly taken them across the equator, which 
made them immune from the attention of 
King Neptune, who had the greatest day in 
his career. 

The sea monarch’s royal flag was displayed 
from the mainmast of each of the ships. 
and he came aboard in the time honored 
manner over the bow to see that all the 
neophytes were duly initiated into the mys- 
teries of his court. Discretion was indeed 


‘the better part of valor in treating with his 


majesty. Did any of the uninitiated at- 
tempt to resent the rather rough attention 
paid: to them by the. king's courtiers they 
only called down on themselves much worse 
treatment. 


King Neptune Praises President. 

The King Neptune who visited the battle- 
ship Louisiana was in particularly gracious 
humor and as few of his victims offered any 
desperate resistancg to his royal attentions, 
he condescended to announce that special 
honorary certificates would be forwarded to 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt in due recog- 
nition of the fact they had visited Panama, 


which was near the royal domain. re 


On the night of Jan. 9 a north bound bark-- 
entine with lights burning dimly was sight- 
ed close to the fleet. For some unknown 
reason it did not hold its course, and ran 
among the ships of the first squadron of 


the first division. The barkentine passed 
between the Louisiana and the Georgia, the 
latter being the flagship of Rear Admiral! 
William H. Emory, commanding the second 
division of ‘the first squadron. . Then the 
sailing vessel ran back to its original couree. 

The battleships were thrown into some 
confusion by their efforts to avoid a collision, 
but as soon as the danger was past they 
speedily resumed their alignment. The 
barkentine had a miraculous escape. On 
the night of Jan. 8 there was a spectacular 
searchlight drill, lasting half an hour, ninety-

For half an hour the 
search was kept up in vain, the boats rowing 
in every direction. Then the boats were sig- 
naled to return to their respective ships and 
it was discovered that it had been a false 
alarm. 

As the fleet was bound out from Port of 
Spain Admiral Evans signaled from the Con- 
necticut an extract from a farewell letter 
sent to him by Sir H. M. Jackson, governor 
of Trinidad, in which he congratulated Ad- 
miral Evans on the conduct of his blue- 
jackets while at Port of Spain. He added: 

‘‘ They have established a reputation which 
it would be hard to equal and impossible to 
beat.’”’ 

First Disorder Is Reported. 

Dispatches received from Pernambuco tell 
of disorders among the sailors of the torpedo 
fiotilla, which arrived there on Jan. 10. 
While on shore leave the sailors became en- 
gaged in a row among themselves, and the 
police interfered. Some of the sailors re- 
ceived slight injuries, and twenty of them 
were arrested.

Just as two boy prize fighters stood stripped 
and ready for battle eary yesterday morning 
at the Hyde Park Yacht club, the tinexpected 
entrance of a squad of police turned a score 
of apectators into frightened fugitives.

Seven hundred and forty men were fed 
yesterday noon at THE TRIBUNE Emergency 
lodging house, 61 Canal. street, and nearly 
that number slept there last night. 

The blinding snow storm that swept the 
city from early morning until late at night 
drove the homeless men to seek shelter wher- 
ever they could obtain it. So THE TRIBUNE 
lodging house was taxed to its capacity and 
the wisdom of making preparations when 
the weather was comparatively mild for 
housing and feeding the men was demon- 
strated fully. Had it- not been for these 
preparations there wee have been much 
suffering. a 

Eighty. of these men found employment 
at good wages cleaning snow from tracks 
of the. Illifigis Central railroad. Fifty men 
secured work either from other railroads or 
the street car lines. These men will not 
draw their pay until today. They have been 
advised to devote part of their wages to 
the purchase of werm caps, gloves, and 
shoes s0 as to be ready 
this week. 


Available for Work in Streets. 

Another effort will be made today to find 
employment on the city streets for as many 
men as possibie from THE TRIBUNE lodging 
house. There are hundreds of men available 
for cleaning up the snow from the streets and 
they will work without pay. 

The city has complained that it has not had 


streets.. Here. are the men for the asking. 
All that is needed is bosses and teams. It 
has been suggested that the city use its 
available funds for teams and let the home- 
léss men clean up thé snow. 

The city up to the present time has not 
been able to use more than 100 menaday. So 
in the three days the men have been work- 
ing 300 individuals have found employment 
and each one, in return for a day’s work, re- — 
ceives three night’s lodging and board. 

In addition to these men who have been 
furnished in about equal numbers from THE 
TRIBUNE emergency lodging house and the 
Municipal lodging house, an average of sixty 
men a day has been employed in various 
capacities in each of the two institutions. 
THE TRIBUNE lodging house yesterday had 
employment for over thirty men indoors, in- 
cluding carpenters, cooks, scrubbers, sweep- 


other tasks necessitated by the accomodation 
of several hundred hungry and weary men. 
Several hundred men will be S vadiable this 
morning for _shoveling and other employ- 
ment. 


Several Hundred Men Fed. 


There was a long Hne of men waiting for 
food at the emergency !odging house when 
the noon hour arrived. The-men stood in 
line on the first floor of the building, which 


available as an assembly hall. Men stood 
outside im the blizzard, their.coat collars 
turned up, wet by the clinging snow. 

Ten men in charge of an experienced cook 
handed out large cups containing soup. Hach 
cup held a quart and was nearly filled. In 
addition each man got a third of an ordinary 
sized loaf of bread. The soup was well sea- 
soned and well cooked. It was made of navy 
beans, turnips, onions, and carrots. 

“It's fine,’”’ was the.comment of the men, 
“and filling.”’ 

It must have been filling, for there were 
not more than three or four “‘ repeaters.”’ 

The hundreds were fed in less than half an 
hour. In the morning 360 men were fed with 
bread and coffee in thirty-five minutes. Coffee 
and bread was given to 400 men at7p. m. and 
at 10 o'clock an equal number were fed, the 
last ones being those who formerly had been 
fed at Malcolm McDonald's coffee wagon, 
which has been abandoned.

Chance to Get Good Workers. 

Any one who has any snow shoveling todo 
—corporations, firms, or industrials—wi!l! find 
plerty of willing workers at THE TRIB-

The eagerness of these men to accept any 
kind of employment is remarkable. Many 
of them are unprovided with caps, shoes, 
gloves, and other suitable clothing.

Every man who sleeps or is fed at any 
of these three institutions is registered. Cards 
are filled out giving his name, occupaticn, 
age, nativity, where last employed. cause of 
his present condition, his general physical 
concition, and other information.

NOTED HEBREW SCHOLAR DIES 


Dr. Bernhard Felsenthal’s Long 
and Useful Career Is Closed. 


NESTOR OF REFORMED JEWS. 


Founder of Zion Congregation and 


Active Worker in Church. 


Rabbi Bernhard Felsenthal. the oldest Jew- 

ish theologian in the United States, recog- 
nized as the world’s greatest Hebrew scholar, 
died last night after ten daysof illness. Dur- 
ing the last two years he had been on a2 
gradual decline. 
_ The end was foreseen some time before 
his death and during his last hours he was 
surrounded by the members of his imme- 
diate family. Among them were his four 
daughters, Miss Julia and Miss Emma Fel- 
eenthal, Mrs. E. A. Fischkin, and Mrs. Sar.- 
uel Weingarden of Champaign, III., and his 
only son, E. B. Felsenthal. 

(Dr. Felsenthal was most widely known as 
the founder c9 the ‘‘ reform” movement 
among Chicego Jews and as a Jeader of the 
“ reformed Judaism,” known abroad as the 
‘Americanized synagogue.’’ He was 8&6 
years old on Jan. 2, and had been a resident 
of Chicago since 1858, when he came here 
from Germany. Since his retirement from 
active work several years ago he made his 
home with his daughter, Miss Julia Felsen- 
thal, at 4535 Prairie avenue. 


Founder of Zion Congregation. 

Upon his arrival in. Chicago he took a po- 
sition as a bank clerk, but shortly after- 
wards entered the church. At that time 
there were only 300 Jewish families. in Chi- 
cago and all were of the orthodox faith. The 
synagogue was at Harrison street and 
Fourth avenue. 

In 1861 the first reformed synagogue was 
dedicated in a building in Monroe street, near 
La Salle street. In 1864 Rabbi Felsentha! 
organized Zion congregation, now at Wash- 
ington boulevard and Ogden avenue. In 1876 
he assisted in founding Sinai congregation, 
over which Dr. Emil G. Hirsch now presides. 

He remained at the head.of the Zion eon- 
gregation more than twenty-one years, and 
when he retired he was made rabbi emeritus 
of the congregation. 

Several years ago he was honored with the 
degree of doctor of divinity, awarded him by 
the Hebrew Union college, and he. held a 
degree from the old University of Chicago. 


Nestor of Reform Movement. 

Dr. Felsenthal wil! be remembered by his 
coreligionists as the teacher who established 

‘reform Judaism "’ on a firm basis in Chi- 
cago and aided in its growth and develop- 
ment throughout America. His life in Chi- 
cago was one long triumph, without noise, 
parade, or self-seeking.. He was active in 
all movements for the education of his race 
and a leader in pifilanthropic and charitable 
works. 


DEATH CLOSES CAREER OF 
NOTED CHRISTIAN PASTOR. 


Prof. W. F. Black, Associate of the 
Late President Garfield in Hiram 
College, Expires After Long Illness.

He was born at Morefield, Ky., Dec. 10, 
1840, He married Miss Elizabeth L. Webster 
in 1859. The widow and twogsons, Horace W. 
of Nashvile, Tenn., and Fred W., president 
of the Fred W. Black Lumber company of 
Chicago, survive him.

delegates and alternates from that state can 
be é@lected by direct primary. No one has 


authority to interpret officially for the com- | 
mittee any state laws or the call, and no. 


opinion could be given which would in any 
way bind the committee or the national con- 
vention. : 

** However, for the guidance of the officers 
of the committee in replying to these re- 
quests for information, the legal question in- 
volved was submitted to three distingu!shed 
lawyers, members of the committee. Copies 
of section 2,916 of the Ohio statutes and of 
the call were submitted to them with a re- 
quest that they give their opinion on the is- 
sues raised. Two of the three express the- 
opinion that under*strict construction of the 
statute referred to district delegates and 
alternates to the natfOnal convention can- 
not be elected by direet primaries. The 
third has not yet given a final opinion.”’ 


Change in Ohio Statute. 

It appears that under the former state pri- | 
mary law of Ohio, known as the Baber law of 
1870, the election of delegates at primary 
elections was allowable. The Baber law was 
repealed a few years ago by the enactment 
of the present direct primary law, known as 
the Bronson law. Until the question was 
raised recently it was generally believed that 
district delegates should be chosen by direct 
primaries, but a close examination of the 
statute developed that, elther by accident or 
design, the word ‘“ district ’’’ had been omit- 
ted, and that while delegates can be chosen 
by direct primaries in cities, towns, coun- 
ties, or municipalities, the word ‘ district ” 
does not occur in the amended statute.

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 12.—[{Special.]—Gov.

Speakers Assert Gentiles and Not Jews 
Meet ‘Demands. 


Five hundred mew and women of the 
Ghetto,. heads of families,.attended a most 
enthusiastic: meeting of the “ rent strikers”’ 
in Casino hall, 224 West Twelfth street, 
yesterday afternoon. All declared their sup- 
port forvthe movement and most of them 
joined the “ Tenants’ union,” before leaving 
the hall. The permanent organization of the 
union was effected. 

‘Chairman Isaac Goldstein lent encourage- 
ment to the movement by announcing that 
five landlords have responded to the demand 
that rents be lowered, by reducing the rent 
$1 a month. While the demend of rhe union 
will be a-reduction of $2; the favorable action 
of the landlords was received as a victory. 


Attacks Jewish Paper. 
Considerable animosity crept into the ses- 
sion 
addresses of several of the speakers. Morris 
Sisskind in a red hot discourse attacked the 
attitude of the Jewish daily paper, the 
Courter, towards the rent strike: The Courier . 
has upheld the landlords thus far. 

The'speaker declared that thus far it is the 
“ Gentile landlords’’ who have responded 
to the pleas for lower rent, while the Jewish 
landlords are resisting. It was reported 
the twenty families living. in the Maisel 


“went on a strike,’ are still holding out, and 
have not paid the January rent. 


Rent Strikers Divided. 

The merging of the rent striking into a go- 
cialistic movement already has foreboded in- 
ternal dissension. The Jewish daily paper 
announces itself opposed to the movement, 
asserting it is promoted by socialists. It be- 
came“ipparent at the strikers’ meeting that 
all those who want their rent lowered, how- 
ever, are not socialists. B. Mazur, one of the 
speakers, was introduced as “ a leader of the 
socialists.” He was interrupted repeatedly 
by men in the audience who objected to his 
radical views and urged the rent strikers’ 
union should not become affiliated with any 
political movement. At times it looked as 
though a general fight might ensue, but 
through strenuous errors of the chairman 
peace prevailed. 

The union will as 8 a legal bureau, which 
will look after the interests of striking ten- 
ants who are members of the organization, 
without cost to the tenant.

Dr. F. E. Hopkins Says Cigaret 
Imperils Coming Generations. 


STARTS ON NEW CAMPAIGN. 


Tells Englewood Hearers the Old 
Fashioned Ways Are Best. 


The announcement of a New York restau- 
rant that it would permit women to smoke 
and the appearance in a magazine of an ad- 
vertisement of elaborate cigaret cases for 
women in the form of prayer books, aroused 
the Rev. Frederick E. Hopkins of the Pil- 
grim Congregational chutch to a vigorous 
campaign to nip the custom fh the bud. 

In his sermon fest night he appealed to the 
editors of women’s magazines, the directors 
,of women’s clubs, and the leaders in church 
and society to create an overpowering public 
sentiment against the habit. HM this is not 
done he foresees ruin for the American home, 
degeneracy for the race, and the loss by 
women of all their recently gained privileges 
and rights. 

‘The most blessed innovation of the twen- 
tieth century has been the granting to women 
the numerous liberties and rights of which 
man made laws had deprived her,’ said Dr. 
Hopkins. “ But how long will this great 
movement continue to exist'if women con- 
tinue to stand in their own light by tolerat- 
ing such practices as this by their sex.” 


Attacks Club Women. 

‘‘ We have the ‘club’ woman, whose club 
destroys her home. We have the‘ mannish’ 
woman, whose mannishness holds her sex 
up_to scorn and contempt, We have the 
‘sporty’ woman, whose sports make all 
honest men blush and all good women hang 
their heads in shame. Add to these the 
gambling woman and tge society woman, 
who represents the worst and not the best in 
society, who surrounds herself with an at- 
mosphere of scandal inundated with gossip 
like bad perfume, and the drinking woman, 
and the smoking weman, and I ask how long 
will it be before friends of women’s rights 
say ‘If this is what the greater liberty 
of sex leads to the sooner we get back to

The first was the 
nursing of the sick, to perfect herself in 
which she became a@ physician, though she 
never practiced. 

A little book published six months ago 
represents the fulfillment of her ether life 
work.

She was a poetess of considerable popular 
reputation. Her poems were published in the 
newspapers of her time, ard large numbers 
existed in the form of letters to her friends 
and in albums and other scattered frag- 
ments.

New Surgery May Make It Possi- 
ble, Says Prof. Flexner. 


KIDNEYS CAN BE CHANGED. 


Feline Will Die, but Man Might Get 
Well, His Prediction. 


New York, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—Prof. Sim- 
eon Flexner, president of the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, says: 

‘* Substitution of the healthy organs of the 
lower animdis for.the- diseased parts of the 
human body will be made possible through 
the new experimental surgery and vivisec- 
tion and will revolutionize modern medicine. 
The successful transplanting by Dr.- Alexis 
Carrel of arteries and kidneys from one anl- 
mal to another is the first step toward this 
end.”’ : 

New Heart Coming Next. 

It is predicted by Prof. Flexner that the 
new surgery will before long give a new 
heart, stomach, or kidneys to a man in place 
of the ones he fears may fail him at any 
moment. The promised new cure for Bright's 
disease, for instance, is the removal of the 
diseased kidney or kidneys and the substl- 
tution of the healthy kidneys of a living cat. 
The cat will surely die, but the man may live. 

Dr. Carrel’s success in transplanting the 
kidneys from one animal to another give 
him the assurance that the man will live. 
This assurance is given in the face of the 
fact that.every one of fourteen cats to which 
Dr. Carrel transferred the kidneys from 
other cats died in from one to forty-six days 
after the operation. 

Not only kidneys but arteries have been 
successfully transplanted from one animal 
to nother at the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research. It is the first time in his- 
tory so difficult a feat has been accom- 
plished. But whether this surgical inno- 
vation will ever be perfected to such a de- 
gree that it can be applied to the treatment 
of aneurism and other arterial diseases to 
which mankind is heir remains to be seen. 
The new surgery proposes a cure by cutting 
out the weakened part of the artery and 
substituting for it a perfectly healthy and 
strong section of arterial tubing from a dog 
or cat or some other animal. The operation, 
it is said, would be simple. 


Man Has Rabbit’s Eye. 


Several times within the last few yearsthe 
lower animals have been sacrificed exactly 
inthis way. A rabbit has been made to sac- 
rifice its sight and its life in order that a 
blind mah might regain his sight. The shat- 
tered bone of a man’s arm has been taken 
out and replaced by the bone from a dog’s 
hind leg. Many animals have already been 
sacrificed in the interest of medical science 
at the Rockefeller institute. Most of them 
were small, including rats, mice, cats, 
guinea pigs, and rabbits.

Thinks Girls Lose Charm anf In- 
fluence by Following Quad; 
rennial Custom. 


Hot denunciation of the tradition which 
gives to women the initiative in love affairs 
on leap year was made last evening by the 
Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton in a prelude to 
his sermon in Lexington Avenue Baptist 
church. . 

He he'd thatthe leap year custom decreases 
the charm and power of woman and promotes 
in young men a feeling of contempt for all 
womankind. 

“The charm of woman is her purity and 
her spirituality.” he said. “ Her power over 
man is in the bleseed fact that she is above 
him and makes him look up. Anything that 
tends to lessen this charm and power of 
woman must be carefully considered. 

“I do not know where the silly leap year 
joke originated or who is its author. To 
suggest that woman take the initiative in 
the matter of matrimony is to lower her in 
the esteem of most men and cause her to lose 
much of-her charm and most of her power 
for good. 


' Things Which Degrade Women. 

“ There is a demand in some quarters that 
women be given the same liberty !n all mat- 
ters as the men exercise; that she be allowed 
to drink intoxicants and smoke Cigarets in 
public. Some of the weak and money mad 
hotel and restaurant keepers have unmanned 
themselves by declaring that women may do 
as they like in these particulars while patron- 
izing their resorts. I wonder how these same 
men would regard the acceptance of their 
vicious invitation by their own mothers and 
sisters? 


“Women cannot stand on the same level 


with men without stepping down and degrad- 
ing themselves. We men are not good enough 


r yet for our lady friends to stand at our side 


in all things. Rather, let the men step up to 


the higher life of the women. For every low - 


woman there are a score of low men. 

“Follow the social follies and as you go 
down the grade the men grow more numer- 
ous and the women become fewer. Likewise 
go up the scale of life into the purer airs and 
spiritual activities and you will find the men 
growing steadily fewer and the women get- 
ting more numerous. No, the call must not 
be for the women to come down to the men, 
but it must be a call for the men to ceme up 
to the women. 


Man Should Take Initiative. 

** Leap year’s most vicious joke is a degra- 
dation of women. It is a law of God that 
the initiative resides in the male and not in 
the female. I am told that it is a growing 


custom in Chicago for the women to suggest ; 


engagements of one sort and another to their 
male friends. One young man is quoted as 
saying that he is constantly perplexed by 
this kind of action on the part of his lady 
friends. They phone him and note him to 
show them certain attentions. 

‘Parents ought to give attention to the 
growing habit of some of the girls who ar- 
range little parties with the understanding 
that each girl is to invite her escort. Now it 


. fay be proper for young ladies to plan a 


social function and send invitations to cer- 
tain young men to be present. But for in- 
dividual young women, to invite her personal 
escort is unseemly and mostimproper. Such 
action on the girl’s part cheapens her in 
the minds of the boys. I tremble for the 
girl that is alowed such questionable liberty. 


Evil in School Fraternities. 

“It is to be hoped that the school board 
of our city will succeed in banishing from 
our high schools all secret societies. These 
fraternities, especially among the girls, have 
been a fruitful source of such actions as that 
to which I have directed attention. Because 
of these secret student bodies in our high 
schools, some of them have become hotbeds 
of sedition, if nothing worse. Certainly 
the board of education deserves the hearti- 
est support of every Christian parent in 
thig city in its effort to make an end of these 
unnecessary temptations in the path of our 
youth. 

“ Because of this growing laxness on the 
part of the girls, the boys are apt to get a 
contempt for all womankind. It is neces- 


sary that the parents teach their boys how: 


to show proper attention to the girls. Let 
the parents encourage the boys to take the 
initiative. and show social attention to the 
girls. 
Etiquette of Church Sociables. 

“When a church sociable is given for the 
young people the boys should be taught how 
to call for the girls of their choice and be- 
come little gentlemen. As it is now the 
girls must come any way they can. The 
boys come bashfully in afterwards. Then, 
when the hour comes for going home, too 
often the girl must encourage the boy. This 
is all wrong. Let our parents wake up to this 
state of affairs and give their children the 
aid they need in these tormative years of 
their lives. 

“For the next generation at least let us 
knock out the most vicious joke of leap year.”’

Complain of Bad Food. . 

Trouble had been brewing on the vessel for 
several days. The Chinamen claimed the 
food was bad, -and they wanted money to 
buy .warmer clothing. The mutiny reached 
its climax today, when the Chinese dropped 
their work, armed themselves, and assem- 
bled on the deck. 

Capt. Gray took a carbine and led the 
white men aboard—all armed—to face the 
coolies, and prevent them from going 
ashore, as they had threatened. The officers 
were posted at the only gangway, where- 
upon half a dozen lines were thrown over the 
rail, and eight of the Chinese clambered 
ashore. 

Realizing the danger of escape, Capt. Gray 
went over the side himself and faced the 
eight men on the dock. 


Mutiny Is Quelled. 

Then the police were telephoned for and 
affairs on the wharf were at fever heat when 
the patrol wagon with twenty-five men came 
into view. 

Even with these reserves it took three 
hours’ careful maneuvering before the eight 
Chinese were driven back on board. 

The vessel is scheduled to sail tomorrow 
and the officers fear more trouble may oc- 
cur.

OPEN WALSH ARGUMENT TODAY; 
MAY BE FINISHED THURSDAY. 


Debate Will Be Heard by Judge Ander- 
son—Both Sides Express Confidence 
in Result. 


Argument fn the John R. Walsh case will 
begin this morning in the United States 
court, Judge Anderson presiding. It is ex- 
pected that the jury will receive its instruc- 
tions from the court on Thursday. In a 
conference the attorneys representing the 
government agreed with Mr. Walsh's law- 
yers that nine hours and a half for each side 
would be ample time for them to review the 
testimony and present the case tothe jurors. 

The debate will be opened on the part of 
the prosecution by Assistant District Attor- 
ney R. W. Childs. After he has completed 
the introduction in the argument he will be 
followed by Francis Hatchett, representing 


the defense. District Attorney Fletcher 


Dobyns will close the argument. 

It is not certain how much time will be 
required by Judge Anderson. It is thought 
that if the argument is completed by Thurs- 
day noon the instructions of the court can 
be finished during the afternoon so that the 
case may be in the hands of the final judges 
of the law and evidence before adjournment. 

There is confidence expressed on both sides 
as to the outcome of the case. The govern- 
ment’s attorneys say that they have -been 
abie to prove everything that was charged 
against the former president of the Chicago 
National bank. It is claimed by-them that 
Mr. Walsh has admitted while on the witness. 
stand everything that they brought before 
him. 

On the other hand, the Walsh lawyers de- 
clare that the testimony of the former banker 
proved all that will be necessary to make the 
jurors understand the real merits of the case. 

Mr. Walsh himself has said that he feels 
certain of the result. When he left the stand 
after his final ordeal he walked away witha 
confident air and was congratulated by hfs 


fare of man. The help that comes from the 
skilled physicians and the use.of appropriate 
medicines is just as divine as if it came direct- 
ly from the source of all life into the human 
organism by prayer and faith and the en- 
trance of so-called truth.

John Thompson of McCabe Memorial Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, who said: 

‘““We Methodists especially should take 
up this work. John Wesley healed accord- 
ing to the best standards he knew. Our 
bishops at their ordination are commis- 
sioned to ‘heal the sick.’ I believe in this 
new modern art. It is more scientific, ration- 
al, and Christian than Christian Science.”’ 

The Rev. William Notman of Fourth Pres- 
byterian chutch, in a sermon on “ The Church 
and the Power of Healing.” took the ground 
that healing is really a Chtistian function. 
He said Bishop Fallows’ plan of healing is 
all right, but there is danger there, for many 
would follow Bishop Fallows’ lead who have 
not his sense to guide them. He said the 
ministers should work with the doctors in 
the line of healing.

TRIUMPH OVER CONSUMPTION. 


London Surgeons Successfully Perform 
Operation on Woman Who Was 
Near Death. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 12.—An operation per- 
formed on a woman in a local hospital Fri- 
day heralds the triumph of science over 
tuberculosis. The woman, who was suffer- 
ing from consumption in an advanced stage, 
was not expected to live more than a couple 
of days. The surgeons who performed the 
opération. opened her back, cut away the 
ribs, and removed all portions of the lungs 
affected by tuberculosis. The patient is now 
progressing excellently. Heretofore the dif- 
ficulty about this operation has Ween to pre- 
vent the flow of blood from the lungs, which 
always caused almost immediate death. The 
chief surgeon at this operation used a spe- 
cial instrument for &s&tanching the flow of 
blood, which represents a victory of theory 
over practice, since the results of its use 
had to be foreseen before it was tested.

Expected Federal Soldiers to Back 
Up the Reduction of Min- 
ers’ Wages.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—President 
soosevelt. has determined to. withdraw the 
- Qderal troops from Goldfield, Nev., shortly 
‘ the legislature begins its special ses- 
“gon Tuesday. This intention was made 
at the White house today when the 
yeport of the special investigating committee 
was made public. | 
_ fhe report virtually charges the mine own- 
‘es with having planned to reduce wages and 
piacklist the members of the Western federa- 
tion, and of expécting to use the federal 
4roops to further their purpose. The report 
glso reflects upon the governor of Nevada, 
declaring conditions found did not support 
pis statements. 
- fhe president says he shall be governed by 
the recommendations in the report unless the 
‘governor can show that the statements of 
the report are not in accordance with the 


facts. 

Governor’s, Statements Not Proven. 

The report says: “™ The conditions did not 
gupport the general allegations in the gov- 
ernor’s request for troops, nor were his spe- 

statements established to any such ex- 
tent as to justify his use of these statements 
for the purpose of getting federal troops.” 
* Reviewing the conditions leading up to the 
present and since they began Nov. 27 last, 
the report draws this conclusion: “ The ac- 
tion*of the “< operators warrants the be- 
Weft that they had determined upon a reduc- 
‘tion in wages and the refusal of employment 
to members of the Western Federation of 
Miners, but that they feared to take this 
gourse of action unless they had the pro- 
tection of federal troops, and that they ac- 
cordingly laid a plan to secure such troops 
and then put their program into effect.” 
Wanted to Reduce Wages. 

When the troops arrived the mine operators 
$esued a statement in which they indicated a 
reduction in miners’ wages from $5 to $4a 
@ay, also their intention not to employ min- 
ers who belonged to the union. 

The reportadds: ‘“ While this cut in wages 
and refusal to employ members of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners was not announced 
wntil after the arfival of the troops, every 
fndication confirms the belief that such ac- 
tion was in Contemplation before the arrival 
of the troops, was part of the general plan 
of the mine operators to establish their in- 
dependence of the union, and that the com- 
ing of the troops was expected and urged 
by them to make such a plan feasible. 

“Conditiong at Goldfield,’ the report as- 
‘perts, “ did not justify calling for the troops, 
The single case of the unlawful yse of dyna- 
mite, which failed to accomplish any dam- 
age, Was surrounded by such circumstance,”’ 
the report says, ‘‘ as to raise a reasonable 
doubt as to the genuineness of the charge 
that members of the union were responsible.” ' 

Had Been Little Disorder. 
' The great bulk of the testimony of the 
pperators tended to show, according to the 
yeport, not the existence of past or present 
@sorder, but the possibility of future dis- 
turbance should the troops be withdrawn. 

“In view of the foregoing facts,’’ the re- 

port continues, ‘“‘ we believe there is con- 

#é@erablie danger that serious disorder will 
beattempted if the troops be withdrawn and 
the mine operators insist on carrying out 
@eir publicly annennced policy. , 
. “But if a handful of men have controlled 
the Goldfield miners’ union and committed 
the organization to indefensible policies and 
Practices it is no reason why the round 
Esmeralda and the state of Nevada sho 
 tamely submit to the domination of this same 
group and should not asgert their authority 
and power and enforce respect for law and 
order without support of federal troops.” 


Fight Transferred to Carson. 

Carson, Nev., Jan. 12.—Many members of 
the state legislature, which has been called 
in epecial sessién, have already arrived. 
The Goldfield Miners’ union and the Miners’ 
‘@ssociation will both be represented by prém- 
inent members. A lively session is boked for, 
as there are many radical labor sympathizers 
who will fight any measure authorizing the 
‘Organization of a state militia or a constab-

SAY PASTORS VIOLATE LAW. 


Working for Salaries and Contribu- 
tions, Liquor Men Declare Illegal. 


Waukesha, Wis., Jan. 12.—[{Special.]—-Ar- 
guing that clergymen work for salaries and 
the collections that are taken up at services, 
and that therefore Sunday services in the 
churches are a violation of she closing law, 
saloonkeepers of this city declare they will 
have them abolished in retaliation for the 
action of clergymen in securing the closing 
of saloons.

Expert legal opinions will be sought to 
learn if. there is a possibility of having 
churches closed on these grounds; and if 
the reply is in the affirmative, proceedings 
will be instituted at once to compel the ces-

Ministers Call It Joke. 

Waukesha’s ministers are aware of the in- 
tentions of the liquor dealers, but are not 
alarmed. They look on the affair as a joke 
and say that both Sunday services and agi- 
tation against saloons will continue. 

“* But it is a fact, is it not, that you are paid 
for conducting Sunday services, just as busi- 
ness men gain by keeping their places open?’ 
one local clergyman was asked. 

** Yes,” he replied, ‘‘ but the work we do is 
for the Lord, and that Is proper on any day.”’ 
_ All saloons except that of Adam Schetzel 
were closed today. It is believed that Schet- 
zel's place was kept open by agreement 
among the dealers in order that a test case 
might be made of it. 

No action was taken by the authorities 
during the day, but it is declared that a war- 
rant will be sworn out for Schetzel and the 
case fought out. The saloon was crowded 
all day. Certain local druggists got big ship- 
ments of whisky yesterday and had it all 
sold by tonight. 

Make the Fight General. 

Every barber shop in the city was closed, 
the proprietors having been warned by rep- 
resentatives of the saloonkeepers’ organiza- 
tion that if their places were open today 
they would be prosecuted by the organiza- 
tion for violating the law. Similar action 
will be taken against the druggists, news 
dealers, grocers, and other business men, the 
saloonkeepers say, and the town will be 
closed as tight as a drum.

Politicians See Hands of “‘Doc’’

-. Petitions in favor of Edward J. Brundage, 
‘Mayor Busse’s corporation counsel, for the 
republican nomination for governor of IIli- 
‘mois were circulated yesterday in the Seventh

for signatures. 

Just what success was met with is prob- 
-lematical. It is known, however, that several 

prominent republicins- whose signatures 
‘were solicited gave point blank refusals, and 
curtly told the canvasser that they were 
“for Deneen for governor.” 

In response to questions by the men whose 
‘Mames were sought for the petition, the can- 
‘‘Waseers strove to convey the impression that 

“the city hall ’—meaning Mayor Busse and 
his administration generally—was backing 
‘the movement. ' 

This claim was emphatically denied by the 

Mayor last night. 


Canvass Not Known to Busse. 

“I know nothing at all about the matter,” 
said Mayor Busse. ‘If the canvassers said 
‘they had the backing of the city administra- 
‘tion in thet work they stated what is not 
‘the truth. My attitude in the gubernatorial 
‘mnatter is unchanged. That is to say, lam 
‘mot supporting anybody for the nomination 
-and I do not yet know whom I shall support.

' Qne of the canvassers, who was working 
‘fm the vicinity of Grand boulevard and Fif- 
tieth street, declared: that Lessing Rosen-

Rosenthal for Deneen. 

“T am unable to understand why ft should 
be given out that I am in favor of the peti- 
‘tion or had anything to do with it,”’ sal r. 
‘Rosenthal last night. ‘“‘ The truth is I am 
against the movement. Of course I have 
‘nothing against Mr. Brundage. ButIam for

was shown conclusively by the bank books 
that each amount was deposited to tle per- 
sonal account of John A. Cooke. The in- 
dividual vouchers tallied in every instance 
with the individual deposits to Cooke's 
credit. 
Says Bradley Got Nothing. 

“There was no evidence that Bradley, or 
Seinwurth, either, ever got any of the graft. 
Bradley made out the pay rolls, which were 
not sworn to; he put the extra names on the 
pay roll, put the vouchers through the regu- 
lar channels, indorsed them with the names 
of the dummies, and depostited the vouchers 
to the credit of Cooke. But for this Bradley 
did not receive even a commission. Cooke 
received all the proceeds of the grafting. 

“One of the documents produced in evi- 
dence was a list of the names with which 
the pay roHs were stuffed. This list was in 
Cooke's handwriting. Cooke gave i@to Brad- 
ley with instructions to add those names t® 
thé pay roll. William J. Cooke, John Ma- 
rooney, and other ward and precinct political 
workers were the dummies in whose names 
the grafting was done. It was shown that 
these men were not employed in the clerk’s 
office.”’ 


No Flaws in Indictment. 


“ What about Cooke’s charge that the in- 
dictment was faulty and that he was irreg- 
ularly convicted under two bills of particu- 
lars, the charges of which went outside the 
indictment?’”’ Mr. Barbour was asked. 

“The indictment,’’. replied Mr. Barbour, 
““was drawn in general terms, as is always 
the case. Attorney Hartnett on behalf of 
Cooke demanded a bill of particulars, as he 
was perfectly entitled to do. This bill wag 
a lengthy document, as it went into great de- 
tail. It furnished the defense with the state's 
case. It included the names with which the 
pay rolis were stuffed, the voucher numbers, 
dates, and the specific amounts of Cooke's 
peculations. 

“ All the time wg were continuing the in- 
vestigation and tefore the case came to trial 
“we uncovered additional steals. So thestate 
furnished the defense with a supplementary 
bill of particulars containing the additional 
information. The indictment was perfectly 
regular and valid. It accused Cooke of en- 
tering into a conspiracy to defraud and the 
bills of particulars specified the precise gcts 
constituting the conspiracy. There was 
nothing irregular in that procedure. The 
phraseology of the indictment followed that 
laid down in the twenty-fifth Illinois, the 
valHdity of which is sufficiently established 
by the courts.”’ 


Couldn’t Show Jurors Unfair. 

Mr. Barbour was asked about the truth of 
the statement that two prejudiced jurors 
were forced on Cooke. % 

** Cooke's atterneys,”’ he answered, “ had 
ten peremptory challenges in the examina- 
tion of veniremen; and all of the ten they 
exhausted. Attorney Hartnett then exam- 
ined two veniremen and eventually demanded 
that they be excused for cause. But “he 
could show no cause. The two men qualified 
as fair jurors and Mr. Hartnett ‘could not 
show otherwise. As he could not establish a 
valid reason for their discharge and as he had 
exhausted his peremptory challenges, he had 
to accept the jurors. Again there was no 
irregularity in that procedure.”’ 

Mr. Barbour denied that the statute of lim- 


ment of Cooke for conspiracy. 

“ The statute of limitations in conspiracy 
cases is eighteen months,"’ he said. ‘‘ That 
does not mean'eighteen months after the be- 
ginning of the conspiracy, but after the last 
overt act committed in the conspiracy. 
Cooke was indicted sixteen months after his 
fast overt act in the conspiracy to steal the 
public funds. The regularity of this pro- 
cedure has been upheld uniformly by the 
highest courts.’’ 


Calls Bradley Only a Tool. 


* What about Cooke'scomplaint that Brad- 
ley was not prosecuted?’’ 

“ Bradley was only a tool in this conspira- 
cy,”’ was the reply. ‘* The state’s aim was 
to punish the man higher up, the man actu- 
ally responsible for the grafting, and the 
man who actually benefited fromit. Brad- 
ley never profited from the conspiracy. To 
prosecute Bradley would be like prosecuting 
an office boy for his employer’s crimes. 

*“*Mr. Cooke,” said the prosecutor in con- 
clusion, “seems to be glib enough now in 
protesting his innocence, but he had his day 
in court, when he had nothing to say. This 
is a late date for him to proclaim his guilt- 
lessness, inasmuch as the time and place 
for that was on the witness stand in his trial. 
He had every opportunity to avajl himself 
of that privilege, and everybody, including 
the prosecution, would have been glad if he 
had been able to clear himself.’’

THE RETURN FROM ELBA. 

The ousted Dunne trustees are to re- 
turn from their: temporary exile to the 
freedom and the publicity of the school 
board forum. They “have: missed the 
prominence which was theirs for so long: 
a time. They have often wished to en- 
gage once more in the filibustering talk- 
fest. Now they have escaped from their 
banishment to the desolate loneliness of 
ordinary existence and once more are to 
find themselves free to talk and obstruct. 

But the return can hardly be called af 
triumphal procession. There are nv 
cheering thousands to welcome them back 
to position and power. The _ people 
breathed more freely when they were 
banished. They would have been better 
content had the law sustained the mayor 
in his removal and thus kept the board 
of education at-.work in earnest effort 
to solve the many perplexing problems 
contiected: with the important interests 
committed to its charge. 

The exiles return to find their old friend 
Dr. Guerin alone awaiting their approach. 
All the rest have vanished. Their creator 
and patron has been retired to private 
life.. There is a new ruler who does not 
know Joseph. The people have forgotten 
the contentions and strifes of the Dunne 
régime and have become accustomed to 


-, quieter and more efficient methods. There 


will be none to cheer the exiles or to 
greet them except Dr. Guerin. He has 
been like “the last leaf.” The only 
bright spot in the whole situation will be 
the joy with which he will welcome Louie 
Post:and the rest of the group back home. 
They will find themselves in a hopeless 
minority. Two of them will be sent to 
St. Helena in June for permanent exile. 
All they can do is to talk and filibuster. 
That will be pleasing to them but a 
source of discontent to the public. They 
are to return to their places not because 
any one wants them back but simpy and 
only because the law does not provide a 
method for keeping them out. The prin-

TWO DISTRESSFUL MONTHS. 

Everybédy knows that things are ir- 
proving. Stock and bond quotations are 
going up. .There has been a considerable 
advance in a number of railroad ‘and in- 
dustrial securities from the low price of 
last 'year. Men are being put back at 
work as employers become more confident 
Manifestly the tide has 


a 


way. It is only a question of time when 
there will be work for the workless. 
But how muth time? 

It will be noted that a majority of the 
employers who have helped Mr. D. KR, 
Forgan’ to take a ‘census of the unen- 
ployed agree that conditions will improve 
within sixty days. A few think the:* 
will not be an improvement in that time. 
Not one among them all gives it as his 
opinion that there will be any great im- 
provement in ond or two weeks. 

It is because Tue TRIBUNE does not 
ook for any marked resumption of activ- 
ity inside of sixty days that it has taken 
steps to help look after the unemployed 
during the freezing days of January, 
February, and March. 

It has secured a lodging house free of 
charge from the Northwestern railway 
until “April 1. If it had: thought’ realty 
hard .times would last longer it wouid 
have rented that or another building for 
a longer period. 

The man who next week or week afte, 
next finds himself shelterless, unfed, and 
insufficiently clad will not 
comfort out of assurances that spriug 
will bring him work. Those assurances 
will neither warm nor feed him. If the 
worthy unemployed are not looked aftcr 
during the next sixty days a vast amouot 
of suffering will be packed into those 
days. Tue TrRisUuNE does not intend 
that that shall happen if it can prevent 
it.- There are men whose thoughts ove-:- 


»leap the next two months and contemplate 


only the revival of business and of em- 
ployment in spring. Humane men cannot 
lose sight of the dreary possibilities of 
those two months. They are not so ab- 
sorbed in the thought of good days ahead 
as to forget the bad days at hand. They 
see that there are deserving men who 
will suffer acutely next week and nex* 
month if not given-a helping hand. Thai 
is why they have taken up relief work. 
They know that conditions are impro-- 
ing, but they do not relish the thought 
of men freezing or starving before con- 
ditions shall have improved enough to 
benefit them. 


WORK ON THE STREETS FOR THE 
UNEMPLOYED. 
One thousand men applied last night 


for relief at the municipal lodging house 


and at the lodging house supported. by 
Tue Trisune relief fund. It 
proper that <men should be fed and 
housed without making any return. Yes- 
terday’s storm has made possible to em- 
ploy hundreds on the streets. Usually 
the ¢ity complains that it has no money 
with which to employ labor to remove 
the snow. It needs no monty now. It 
can get men enough from the lodging 
houses who will work one day for three 
days’ food: and shelter. This is an op- 
portunity for the mayor to practice com- 
mon sense charity. At one stroke he can 
clean the rity and give work to the un- 
employed without putting any additional 
charge upon the municipal treasury. 


INSURING DEPOSITS. 

The Oklahoma legislature has done for 
depositors in state banks what Mr. Bryan 
would like to have the federal govern- 
ment do for depositors in ‘national banks. 
It has passed a law requiring each state 
bank to pay into a fund.to be handled by 
the state banking commission 1 per cent 
of its deposits. If a bank shall fail the 
commission will pay off the depositors out 
of the fund and then replenish it from the 
bank’s assets. If they shall not suffice, 
the other banks will be ¢alled on to make 
good the deficiency. 

The law, which will go into operation 
next month, may have far reaching con- 
sequences not contemplated by its authors. 


\ The first effect has been to swell the de- 


posits in the Oklahoma banks. Some of 
them were distrusted while the state was 
still a territory, and many who might 
have been expected to use them kept their 
funds in the bank§ of Wichita and other 
Kansas towns along the boundary line. 
Those deposits are now being withdrawn 
and put in Oklahoma banks, where they 
naturally belong. 
This outflow 
Kansas bankers. 
there shall be a guaranty of bank deposits 
ts no longer an academic one to be dis- 
cussed when there is nothing else to talk 
about. It has become a serious matter 
with them. 
that their funds may be a little safer in 
Oklahoma banks, may deposit there. So 
the Kansas bankers have suddenly begun 
calling for a special session of the legis- 


of .capita]l disturbs the 


lature to pass a law similar to the Okla-- 


homa one so as to keep :Kansas—money in 
Kansas banks. :

their deposits, if Kansas were to follow 
‘the example of Oklahoma. They are 
inclined ‘to believe that the Kansas b 
along the state line would benefit at the 
expense of those of Missouri and that it 
would be necessary for the last named 
state to fall into line. 

If it.were to do so Iowa wenki be likely 
to follow suit, especially if the state bank- 
ers were to ask for such action. Their 
depositors: certainly would not protest 
against legislation which held ont to them 
the’prospect of greater security. 

Some financiers have ridiculed thie 
scheme of a joint bank guaranty of de- 
posits. They have said that it would 
‘diminish with some bankers the sense of 
personal tesponsibility which they feel or 
ought to feel and that it would engender 
loose or reckless banking. They may be 
right about it. Now that the plan is to 
be given a trial it will be possible to 
learn in time how numerous and how seri- 
ous its defects are. 

While awaiting such disclosures it wil! 
be interesting to observe in Oklahoma and 
other states that may follow its example 
the effect on the deposits in national 
banks—whether there will be a shifting

The latter, a sister of Prince Tenry of the 
Netherlands, is about a score of years the 
junior of her gifted but eccentric husband, 
and is his second wife. It was not.a love 
match om her side when he led her to the 
altar twelve years ago. 

But he waa at that time infatuated with 
her, and when, in the following year, she 
gave birth to a son and heir, the now 11 year 


old Crown Prince Nicholas, he, full of enthu- : 


siasm, secured from his ministers and from 
his pariiament a legisiative enactment’ in- 


vesting her with the regency of the grand-. 


duchy in the event.of his death, or his inca- 
pacity through illness during the minority-of 
the heir apparent. 

Two or three years ago. ne PRR arose 
between the grandduke and . grand 
duchess, which, bécoming oo ta nad more 
acute, have developed into ‘downtight. ani- 
mosity and into a virtual separation. 

The grandduke in consequence thereof took 
it. upon himself to intimate to” his min- 
isters that, inasmuch as. the, grandduchess 
had ceased to enjoy his corfidenée and. was 
no longer in sympathy with his views and 
wishes, he must insist on the modification 
of the terms of the act of regéncy so as to 
deprive her of any right thereto,. and the 
substitution in her stead of Duke Frederick 
Ferdinand of Schleswig-Holstein. 

The ministers and the legislature, however, 
will not hear. of the change, prefer the grand- 
duchess to Duke Frederick of Schleswig- 


Holstein as‘ruler ‘in the event of the neces- 


sity arising of the establishment of a regeney, 
and sympathize with hér in her troubles with 
her husband. 

These troubles have now become public 
property through the present constitutional 
crisis at Oldenburg, and need no longer be 
treated as a passing matrimonial squall, con- 
cerning which it is preferable to maintain 
silence. 

In order to appreciate the complications 
to which the matrimonial shipwreck of the 
grandduke and grandduchess of Oldenburg 
has given rise, it must be mentioned that 
Duke Frederick Ferdinand ‘of  Schieswig- 
Holstein is a brother-in-law_of the kaiser, his 
wife being a sister of the empress 

Moreover, Duke. Frederick ¥eré{nand’s 
second daughter is engaged to be married to 
her cousin, Prince. Augustus William of 
Prussia, fourth son of the kaiser. 

Duke Frederick Ferdinand not only occu- 
pies a warm’ place in thé affections of his 
brother-in-law and sister-in-law, the .em- 
pefor and’ empress,, but ts also’ persona 
gratissima at St. Petersburg. . . 

Indeed, it was in his favor that ‘Emperor 
Nicholas resigned the rights’ which, as a 
member of the house of Holstein- Gottorp, he 
possesses by inheritance to the succession to 
the throne of Oldenburg. | 

> 


The grandduke, as I mentioned abeve, has 
been twice married. His first wife was a prin- 
cess of Prussia, eldest sister of the -toyal 
duchess of Connaught. By'this union he had 
a daughter, Princess Sophie, .of. whom,he jis 
extremely fond, and who is now the wife of 
Prince Eitel Frederick, second son of the em- 
peror, and she holds court with het husband 
at the palace of Bellevue,.at Bérlin. Of 
course, she and her husband sy mpathize 
with her father in his troubles. 

The grandduke himself is.a@ great admirer 
of the emperor, who. has always manifested 
a kindly regard for him. . It may be remem- 
bered that a year or so ago the k er ex- 
acted the withdrawal from the Gérman army 
of Count Welsburg and the resignation of the 


‘commission which he held in the Prussian 


gardes du corps regiment, because lie had 
ventured to bring suit against the grandduke 
to establish his claim to rank‘as a pririce of 


the blood by virtue of his being. the sbdn of 


the late Duke Elimar of Wurtembeérg (aitthor 
of many plays and farces. under the pen 
name of ‘A. Quenther’’), whose marriage 
had been, however, morganatic.

Then, too, it is declared that one of the 
causes of the marked wane of the favor 
which Director General Ballin of the Ger- 
man-American line formerly’ enjoyed on the 
part of the &mperor is attributable to the 
refusal of Ballin to entertain seriously or to 
accord any trial to the improvement in the 
construction of propellers invented by the 
grandduke, and which. has beer received 
with marked approval by naval experts in 
England and France. 

In England, where the grandduke, as a 
brother-in-law of the duke dnd duchess of 
Connaught, has been a frequent. visitor,.sym- 
pathy is all with him in his troubles with his 
wife. 

On the other hand, the grandduchess’ in- 
terests are championed not only by the min- 
isters and by the parliamént of Oldenburg 
but also by the grandducal family of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin,; to which she ‘belongs by 
birth, by her brother and § sister-in-law, 
Prince Henry and the queen of the Nether- 
lands, and by her half-brother, the regent of 
Brunswick, and by her half-sister, the 
Grandduchess Viadimir of Russia. 

How it will all end it-is difficult to say. 
The possibility of a coup d'état against the 
grandduke is precluded by the fact that all 
the military forces in the grandduchy are 
under Prussian commanders and subject to 
directions from Berlin.

The grandduke, although an amiable and 
gifted man, with a pronounced taste and 
cleverness for mechanics and for - other 
branches of science, is eccentric,. He has 
on ‘several occasions since his accession re- 
tired to sanitariums at Dresden and else- 
where for rest cures, which he declared had 
been rendered neceasary by *‘ overwork."’ 

On the occasion when he visited this coun- 
try he did so without any warning to pédple 
om either side of the Atlantic. He suddenly 
vanished from view-in Europe and when his 
family and his ministers were wondering 
what coyld possibly have become of him and 
fearing for his safety, he suddenly turned 
up in’New York, unattended, save by a single 
servant, having assumed by way of incognito 
the familiar name of his beautiful and widely 
known steam yacht, Lensahn. 

He admitted his identity when taxed there- 
with, insisted that he had merely run over to 
see the falls of Niagara, and after spending 
about a week in inspecting the latter and in 
rushing abqut to various ‘points of interest 
in New York with his formef’ chamberlain, 


Baron von Plettenberg, whom he found here,,. 


and dining on the eve of his departure witha 
number of members of his old college society, 
he sailed for home, calling upon his relatives, 
the duke and duchess of Connaught, en 
route.

He has never been able since his accession 
to get along well wh his ministers and his 
parliament, and at one time, when they re- 
fused to comply with his demands for an in- 
crease of his civil list, he subjected his coun- 
try and his capital to a species of boycott. 

That is to say, he shut up his palaces, put 
all his court officials on Half pay, and took 
up his residence with his family abroad. 
Oldenburg is not an interesting city, and the 
absence of the court tended to deprive it of 
one of its only attractions. ‘Trade and in- 
dustry suffered to such an extent that the 
administration and parliament yielded to the 
grandduke’s demands, and he reéstablished 
the court at Oldenburg.

His father and predecesso

A Vicious Curréticy Bill.” 
_{St. Paul Pioneer, Press, Jan. 7.] 

It can’t be said that advocates of rational 
currency reform are particularly disappoint- 
ed in the currency bill introduced by Senator 
Aldrich on behalf of the senate finance com- 
mittee, Nothing much better was expected 
of that group of‘ antedfluvians. For they 
have on several previous occasions revealed 
the shallowness of ‘their undérstanding of 
cutrency problems. But while nothing bet- 
ter was to be expected of the senate finance 
committee it would be ‘a serious matter to 
have any such bill passed. It would be infi- 
nitely better do nothing atall than to 
authorize any such currency project as that 
proposed. 

One of the vitious features of this Aldrich 
proposal is thet: ere would be a constant 
pressure upoh the treasury and upon con- 
gress to admit all sorts of state and mu- 
micipal bonds and subsequently all sorts of 
railroad and other bonds. This pressure 
would come from two sources. The influence 
of every senator and congressman would be 
brought to bear on the treasury. to force the 
approval. of bonds issued in their balliwicks 
in order that states and localities should get 
the stamp of treasury approval, a stamp 
that .would add immensely to the value of 
bond.issues, both because of the,moral effect 
on credit and’ because of the fact that the 
field of: usefulness of such bonds would be 
enlarged. For they would always be more 
.or less in demand for currency purposes, just 
as United States bonds are. In the second 
place,- since -the-proposed note issues would 
not in the least touch the source of the evils 
resulting from the present system, and since 
those evils would continue, a cry would 
sooner or later go up to lower the quality of 
the security stillfirther.

Sanity in Reapect of the Currency. 
[New York Sun, Jan. 9.) 

Senator Aldréch's.bjll is a simple one and 
doés hot aim at anything like currency re- 
form, It provides that the treasury may 
issue currency up to the amount.of,$250,000, - 
000, secured by the same class of obligations 
at present recognized as lawful in the case of 
savings banks in this state and in-Massa- 
chuset{s, said issue to be taxable at 6 per 
cent. The prudentia! stipulations and. re- 
strictions are adequate and the whole meas- 
ure impresses us as wisely concelved and 
atl; planned. 

If, we might. be permitted to offer.a criti- 
cls; and ,-we do so with the utmost dif- 
fidéhee, it would be that the tax of 6per cent 
does not. adequately differentiate this reserve 
from ordinarily current money on which the 
legal rate conventionally stands at the same 
figure. The rate, we venture to think, ought 
to be 7 or 8 per cent. At the latter figure the 


_possibility of inflation is negligible.

These various. provisions are open to the 
objection that they introduce complications 
which are unnecessary and may prove harm- 
ful; that they prejudicially restrict the scope 
of the relief which they extend; that they 
discriminate against some sectione” of the 
country in favor of other sections, and that 
they superfiuously hamper the action of the 
banks. at.a time when rapidity of movement 
may be imperative.’

This 
much must be said in favor of the bill age it 
stands, that it furnishes effective safeguards 
against any inflation of the currency, that it 
absolhitely secures against loss the — of 
any; note whose issue it authorizes, and that 
it places the government in supreme control. 
There will be many to think that these are 
substantial merits. 


Currency Aid to Speculation.

There is another objection to this new cur- 
rency supply based on bonds deposited as 
security. It would tend to put a premium on 
excessive stock market speculation. The 
business of the country might not require 
an enlargement of the money supply; it 
might, indeed, be subsiding; yet for abnormal 
and-dangerous speculation the banks could 
issue more and more money to’be chips on the 
stock market gambling table.

MAIZE SBEKS LOWER LEVEL. 


Prospective Large Receipts and Slow 
. Cash Call Aid Bears. 


Increasing heaviness characterized last 
Week's wheat market. The best the bulle 
could do was to get within whispering dis- 
tance of the final quotations of the previous 
week. Extremely dull the greater part of 
the period, the market moved sluggishly 
within narrow ranges, there being little in 
the way of feature to inject interest into the 
operations. As compared to the last prices 
of the week before Saturday’s finals repre- 
sented losses of 2%@2%c for May, 1%c for 
July, and 1%@1%e for September. 

News influences were mixed, but the bears 
‘peemed more aggressive in the handling of 
items favorable to their contentions. Bulls 
apparently held back in the expectation of 
*further developments,”’ the big fellows 
moving with unusual caution and the less 
pretentious optimists hugging the specula- 
tive shore throughout. The bull leaders pro- 
fese to be as confident of higher prices as at 
any time in the past, but some of the pit 
sleuths express belief that their faith is wa- 
vering and that they will pull out at the 
first opportunity. 


Argentine News Favors Bears. 
Bears flaunted Argentine news in the faces 
of the bulls throughout the week, empha- 
Sizing their argument with an increase in 
the visible supply The market optimists had 
ty Pee expert wheat and flour business

~ elearahces, and insistent reports of ight 
farm reserves in the domestic and Canadian 
morthwest. The absence of outside specula- 
tive activity favered the bears, who took 
advantage of every opportunity offered to de- 
press the market. Late in the week there 
‘were indications that the movement in win- 
ter, wheat country would increase, but bulls 
in the southwest were confident that the 
mills of that section of the country would 
grab up everything of a millable character 
without delay. Some color to the talk of 
Hight farm holdings in the northwest and a 
disinclination on the part of holders to sell 
freely at prevailing prices was derived from 
the aggressive searching by Minneapolis 
millers for wheat in the southwest. Kan- 
gas City and Omaha sold freely to the flour- 
takers of the northern town, and the latter 
Place continued to sell to Texas, Tennessee, 
a@nd eections of the southeast. 


Helpful Rains in India. 

Beneficial rains in the Punjab district of 
India late in the week had a depressing effect 
on domestic and foreign markets, as did the 
expectation of a heavy movement of wheat 
from the Argentine between now and the 
ist of May. It is said that vessel room for 
40,000,000 bu of grain, principally wheat, has 
been engaged for the first quarter of the 
year by Argentine shippers. Liverpool evi- 
@ently is counting strongly on. the Mberality 
of Argentine exports, paying little attention 
to developments in,America. It is now quite 
generally estimated that the South Ameri- 
can republic will have between 130,500,000 
and 140,000,000 bu for export. Late in the 
week it was reported that rains were inter- 
sa with shipping operations in Argen- 

a. 

Weather Against Crop-Progress. 

Alternate freezing and thawing prompted 
erop experts to size up the domestic winter 
wheat crop situation as not altogether fayor- 
able. Some important sections have reported 
that the plant is progressing slowly, and that 
ideal winter whether is necessary to make up 
for the delay. Kaneas and Oklahoma have 
expressted apprehension over the invasion of 
the Hessian fly, and late in the week Jack- 
son county. Mo., introduced the “‘ green bug ” 
as @ crop factor. 


Corn Values Work Lower. 

More liberal receipts at leading centers, a
